Huot 402 votes
out of a poesible 2,000 were cast,
Thirty-four votes favored the pro-
posad deal and 368 voted against it
The first ward stood 18 for and 108
aeainst, the second ward went 9 for
and 118 agalnst, and the third ward
10 for and 142 against. |

The proposition was to rebond the
eity, redeem outstanding bonds upon
which the city is paying 6 per cent
and turn the new bonds over to the
Lumberman’s Trust Company
Portland at & per cont interest, thus
saving 1 per cent. The maln objec-
tion ralsed was that possibly by sub-
mitting the proposition to the open
bond market a stil) better rate might
be obtained. Another objection was |
to stringing the bonds out over ten
yvears or more when under the pres-
ent system they would be pald off in
four.
